Sell Six Acres To County

New School Site Will 
Be On Golf Course 


At the regular town council 
meeting last week it was agreed 
ttiitt the town would turn over six 
acres of land on the golf course as 
a site for the proposed new school, 
in consideration of payment of the 
sum o{ $1000 by the County of 
Vulcan. This is sitb No. 1, approv¬ 
ed by the Town Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

It is likely that the balance of 
the golf course will be made into 
a residential area and in order to 
provide space for recreational facil¬ 
ities the town council will buy «the 
north-east forty acres of the north¬ 
east quarter of Section 32-10-24 
from Commodore Allen, to be us¬ 
ed for such recreational purposes 
as a golt course and ball diamond. 

Two bylaws covering the above 
matter were introduced and given 
first and second readings. Bylaw 
Iso. 282 covers the sale of the 
school site to the County of Vul¬ 
can and Bylaw No. 283 covers the 
purchase of the forty acre tract of 
land from Mr. Allen, lhe assent of 
the proprietary electors of the 
town is required to pass both by¬ 
laws, and the vote on these by¬ 
laws will be neld on Friday, Nov. 
‘7, in the old town office, with Lun¬ 
dy Findlay as returning officer. 

.... To Build New Town Office 

Councillors McIntyre and McAs- 
kifo were appointed to further 
plans for the construction of a new 
town office building at the site ad¬ 
jacent to the fire hall. Bylaw No. 
285 was introduced, given three 
readings, authorizing council to 
commence construction of the new 
town office, with the total expen¬ 
diture in this connection for 1952 
not to exceed 2Vi mills on the as¬ 
sessment. v

l ull Management of Forage Crops 

To obtain the .highest possible 
returns from land seeded to for- 
ng( crops, special attention should 
be given to lhe management of 
those crops during the fall. Late 
mowing is a practice that often 
proves harmful and results in se¬ 
vere winter killing. 

New stands of forage crops 
should not be pastured fhe first 
year. The young plants must be 
given a chance to develop their 
foot system and to become firmly 
anchored in the soil. Pasturing too 
soon may do sufficient damage to 
the young stand as to render it re¬ 
latively unproductive during fol¬ 
lowing years. A very thin stand is 
very susci ptable to invasion by 
weeds and other undesirable 
plants. 

Forage crops must be allowed to 
make sufficient growth in the fall 
to enable them to store food in 
the crowns and roots This extra 
supply of food is necessary for the 
plants to undergo the process of 
winter hardening. 

After growth in the fall has 
teased additional grazing may be 
obtained. Even then, enough 
growth should be left so that some 
snow will be held for winter pro¬ 
tection. 

Winters jn Alberta are very se¬ 
vere and even the hardiest plants 
should he given a chance to go in¬ 
to the winter period in a strong 
vigorous condition. Plants weak¬ 
ened by late cutting of hay or 
heavy grazing in the fall are more 
susceptible to winter killing. 

Just before* freeze-up is one of 
the best times to seed forage crops 
in south-western Alberta. Seeding 
right into stubble land is a good 
practice as the stubble holds the 
snow during winter, which usually 
provides sufficient moisture to 
germinate the seeds and give the 
young plants a start the following 
spring.

The arrangements for thiS day 
Were made some time ago when 
officials from the participating 
clubs met at Champion, together 
with representatives of the Vul¬ 
can, Champion, and Carmangay 
Lions Clubs, who are the local 
iponaors. Since that Urn# Club 


members have been busy prepar¬ 
ing their exhibits of wheat, the 
Club leaders and others working 
out the necessary details to make 
the seed fair interesting and edu¬ 
cational for everyone who can be 
present. 

The program is to commence at 
1:00 p.m. A cordial invitation is 
(ktended to everyone interested. 

Trophies have been donated by 
the County of Vulcan and the 
Lions Clubs from Vulcan, Champ¬ 
ion and Carmangay These will be 
awarded to the various winners 
during the afternoon program. A 
cordial invitation is extended to 
the public generally to turn out 
and support their local dub. 


The County Councillors held 
their regular meetings on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of last week. Con¬ 
siderable routine business was 
transacted as there was no County 
Council meeting held in the monlh 
W September owing to the busy 
harvest season. . 

The Councillors unanimously en¬ 
dorsed the proposal to offer the 
town of Vulcan the sum of $1,000 
for a school site of approximately 
6 acres located in the golf course 
as described by Plan No. 1 sub¬ 
mitted by the town Planning Com 
mission. Town Councillors tenta¬ 
tively agreed to this sale, subject 
to the ratification by the rate¬ 
payers of the Town -of Vulcan. 
General opinion of the Councillors 
was that t'his was an ideal site for 
the new school which is proposed 
to be built in Vulcan to house the 
Junior and Senior High School. 
The present plans are "that the 
now school will resemble fhe eight 
room school which is nearing com¬ 
pletion at Carmangay. 

Councillors passed a motion au¬ 
thorizing the donation of a cup for 
annual competition in {he 4H 
Grain Clubs for the best sample of 
hard spring wheat. The award car¬ 
ries a miniature cup to be pre¬ 
sented to the winner each year. 

Letters from the Vulcan Library 
Board and the Farmer’s Union of' 
Alberta asking for a grant from 
the County, were considered. It 
was felt by the Councillors that it 
was against the policy of the"Coun 
ty to make grants to organizations 
of this kind. 

A number of applications to 
lease road allowances from the 
Government were recommended as 
well as an application from J. E. 
Bushell of Queenstown to operate 
a retail fuel oil business and gar¬ 
age. 

W. J. Slinn, County Engineer, 
4>ported to the Council at length 
on the progress of the road build¬ 
ing program for this year, and 
stated that with two or three more 
weeks of the continuing fine wea¬ 
ther the 1952 road building pro¬ 
gram would be fairly well com¬ 
pleted. 

Councillors decided to join t'he 
Alberta Municipal Districts' Asso¬ 
ciation and pay the regular Asso¬ 
ciation Fee. Delegates were ap¬ 
pointed to attend the convention 
which is being held in Calgary on 
Novemoer 19, 20 and 21. 

The School Committee appoint¬ 
ed delegates to the annual conven¬ 
tion of the Alberta 9chool. Trus¬ 
tees Convention which is being 
held in Edmonton this year on 
November 1th, 5th and 6th. Chair¬ 
man J, M. McKay and Committee 
members D. B. Smith and H. W., 
Matlock were appointed delegates. 

The School Committee passed a 
motion to instruct the principals 
that the pupils are not to be de¬ 
tained after school hours which 
interferes with the van operations. 

It was also decided to instruct 
the architect to finish the two 
first-floor rooms in the new Milo 
School as classrooms as it was felt 
that these rooms would be requir¬ 
ed in the new school. 

A motion to formulate a plan 
for correspondence courses was al¬ 
so passed. It was decided to charge 
the student the regular correspon¬ 
dence course cost with the proviso 
that if the student completed the 
course and passed, the cost would 
be refunded. This policy is to take 
effect at the beginning of the next 
school term. 

School Committee members dis¬ 
cussed the matter of children leav¬ 
ing the School grounds at the noon 
hour and recess, and passed a mot¬ 
ion to instruct the principal that 
pupils enrolled in Grades 1 to 8 are 
not to leave the school grounds op¬ 
erated by the County of Vulcan 
between the hours of 9.00 a.m. and 
3.30 p.m. unless it be to go home 
for lunch, and except in cases 
where the requests for permission 
to do so are submitted in writing 
from the parents to the principal, 
such requests to be for one day 
only. 

It was decided that the teacher- 
age at the East Majorville School 
Site be moved into Milo to accom¬ 
modate the teacher there. 

The School Committee discussed 
the preliminary sketch plans for 
the new Vuldhn School and ap¬ 
pointed a committee ot Mr. Mc¬ 
Kay, Mr. Matlock. Mr. Carlson, 
Mr. Deit* and Mr. Smith to make 
a detaihxl study of the plans and 
submit a report to the Board meet 
ing to be, held on November 10.
